fire that consumed an estimated 
$39 damage 


Glenn Hinton Jr. was unaware 


that a feline was investigating 
something in his incinerator 
when he ignited it yesterday 
morning at his home on Tuscan 
Ave., in Antelope. 


Set ablaze, the cat made a 


quick exit and ran through a 
field, setting grass on fire along 
the way 


The resultant blaze burned a 


ton of hay before two units 
manned by California Division 
of Forestry personnel could 
tramp out the flames. The cat 
died of its burns. 


In other calls, the CDF ex- 


tinguished another grass fire 


and box car full of lumber in Los 
Mohnos. 


The other grass fire took 


place near the intersection of 
Orange and Mulberry Aves., in 
Antelope, with children with 
matches listed as the cause Tt 
burned only a spot before two 
Tehama County Fire Dept.

Abuse Of 
Drugs Is 
Going Up 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — John 


Finlator, deputy director of the 
U. S. Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs, said Sunday 
night the nation has not yet seen 
the worst of the drug crisis 


"I wish I could say drug abuse 


has reached its peak and is 
dropping off, but I 
can't," 


Finlator said. "We had hoped it 
would slow down in the late 60s, 
but in the last two years heroin 
use has greatly increased " 


Finlator is in Kansas City for 


an address. 


"In the '60s the hippies said 


they would use marijuana and 
LSD but never turn to heroin," 
said Finlator in an interview 


"But just two years later it's 


common knowledge that heroin 
is our major orug problem '' 


He said drug abuse has spread 


from older teen-agers to junior 
high and even grammar school 
pupils. 


"This isn't a scare tactic — 


everybody knows this is going 
on," he continued 


"The sad thing is that man> 


young people today think heroin 
is the ultimate drug experience 
Really, it's the last drug ex- 
perience " 


Finlator said "police can h't 


the suppliers but curbing the 
market is the only way we can 
eliminate drug abuse The most 
effective 
antidrug 
abuse 


education," he said, "comes 
when every man and woman on 
the street, every educator and 
parent, works to discourage the 
use of illegal drugs."

"Labor Day weekend is much 


like any other weekend except 
that it's one day longer and 
traffic 
usually

heavier," Captain Ruel Blohm 
of the California Highway Patrol 
said today. "Which is another 
way of saying that driving this 
holiday 
weekend 
will 
be 


somewhat more hazardous than 
it is normally." 


The CHP commander pointed 


out that Saturdays and Sundays 
rank one and two as the days 
when fatal accidents occur, and 
Monday is fifth. But on a three- 
day holiday, Monday becomes 
just as hazardous as Saturday 
and Sunday because, he said, 
"thousands 
of 
people 
who 


usually spend the day at work 
are out driving." 


Hazards for the Labor Day 


weekend driver are the same as 
they are at any time he drives. 
They include drinking drivers, 
sleepy 
drivers, 
drunk 


pedestrians, motorcycles which 
are difficult to see, bicyclists 
who are unpredictable, children 
who dart out into the roadway, 
too much speed for conditions, 
following too close, unsafe lane 
changes, 
and 
mechanical 


failures," he said.

Second Wife Of

Dead At 68 


CHICAGO (AP) — Lillian 


Hardin Armstrong, who fellin 
love with and married a man she 
once called "a 
greenhorn 


trumpeter" from New Orleans, 
collapsed and died Friday while 
playing a piano blues tribute to 
that man — the late Louis 
"Satchmo" Armstrong. 


Mrs. Armstrong, 68, com- 


plained of chills as she sat 
through a choral presentation 
and several speeches in the 
Chicago Civic Center Plaza 
where the open-air concert in 
behalf of the jazz great was held. 
Armstrong died last month. 


Suddenly, as her fingers sailed 


across the keys in her ren- 
dentionof "3t. Louis Blues," she 
toppled from the piano bench 
apparently the victim of a heart 
attack. 


They married in 1924. It was 


Armstrong's second marriage. 


The pressures from Louis' 


increasing prominence and his 
constant traveling on road dates 
took their toll seven years later. 
The couple separated in 1931 and 
were divorced in 1942. They 
maintained a strong friendship 
after their separation and she 
attended his funeral in New 
York last month. 


Some of Mrs. Armstrong's 


more prominent works include 
"Chicago," 
"The 
Living 


Legend" and "Satchmo and 
Me." 


Funeral arrangements were 


incomplete.

WASHINGTON — Late last 


March a group 
of black 


nationalists moved onto a 20- 
acre site near Jackson, Miss. 
and announced the establish- 
ment of a "provisional govern- 
ment" for Republic of New 
Africa. There were a few 
scattered press reports but no 
one got very excited. 


This month there was a 


Shootout at the site with police 
officers" in which one was killed, 
and an FBI agent and another 
officer wounded. Eleven blacks 
— eight men and three women — 
are now in jail charged with 
murder and treason. 


It's all very well to overlook 


far-out and bizarre behavior 
provided it is not illegal and does 
not infringe upon the rights of 
others. But in this instance, the 
avowed establishment of a 
Republic of New Africa was 
illegal, the prohibition being in 
the U.S. Constitution itself. 


Article IV, Section 3 of the 


Constitution makes it clear: 
"But no new State shall be 
formed or erected within the 
Jurisdiction of any other State; 
nor any State be formed by the 


Junction of two or more States, 
or Parts of States without the 
Consent of the Legislatures of 
the States concerned as well as 
the Congress." 


THERE HAS been no consent 


by the Mississippi Legislature 
nor by Congress for any colonial 
establishment within the nation. 
So the question begs answering: 
Why was this thing allowed to 
take place, why was it allowed to 
continue and why are one man 
dead, others wounded and now 
these people charged with 
murder? 


Before anyone feels too in- 


clined to laugh off such behavior 
of those setting up the new 
colony, it might be well to take a 
look at some of the literature 
they put out, for example, "The 
New African," published in New 
Orleans. Here are some ex- 
cerpts: 
"The weapons employed by 


Afroamerican freedom fighters 
must consist of a poor -man's 
arsenal. Gasoline fire bombs, 
lye or acid bombs can be used 
extensively. During night hours 
such weapons, thrown from roof 
tops, will make the streets 
impossible for racist cops to 
patrol. 
Hand 
grenades, 


bazookas, light mortars, rocket 
launchers, machine guns and 
ammunition can be bought 
clandestinely from servicemen, 
anxious to make a dollar." 


And 
more: 
"Extensive 


sabotage is possible. Gas tanks 
on public vehicles can be choked 
up with sand. Sugar is highly 
effective in gasoline lines. Long 
nails driven through boards and 
tacks with large heads are ef- 
fective to slow the movement of 
traffic on congested roads at 
night. Derailing of trains causes 
panic. Explosive booby traps on 
police telephone boxes are 
readilv available." 


HERE 
IS the 
published 


•, strategy of the group for taking 
.over five southern states: "Ship 
about a million well-armed 
blacks into Mississippi, take 
over all the sheriffs' jobs 
through the ballot box, seize the 
government, and then move on 
to Alabama and repeat the 
process. The next three states — 
Louisiana, Georgia and South 
Carolina — would be seized in no 
special order." 


The long-range plan of the 


Republic of New Africa calls for 
three stages. Stage one, the 
RNA issues a "Declaration of 


Independence." This was done 
in Detroit in March, 1968. Stage 
two calls for the acquisition of 
land, establish a "provisional 
government." This was done 
last March. Stage three calls for 
the whipping up of popular 
support and preparation to 
"defend" the territory against 
"aliens." 


Very simple — Declare 


independence, get a foothold of 
land and drum up popular 
support, and fight. 


Admittedly, this all sounds 


bizarre, hardly something that 
one would take seriously. There 
might be a tendency for one to 
shake his head and laugh and 
brand the whole scheme as 
something hatched up by crack- 
pots. 


BUT WITH those involved, it 


is deadly serious. Lee Harvey 
Oswald might have been a 
crackpot. And one might find it 
hard to laugh at seeing a young 
policeman gunned down and 11 
persons charged with murder — 
hard 
indeed 
when 
one 


remembers this could have all 
been avoided had there been 
more people willing to enforce 
the law in the first place.

Freeze And The Future

History will be some time in recording the full results of 


President Nixon's dramatic wage-price freeze, but it already is 
obvious that there will be quite a bit to record. The immediate 
reaction ranged from total approval, surprisingly non-partisan, to 
severe criticism. Some said the new rules went too far, others not 
far enough. This, naturally, is par for the course. 


Generally, however, the reaction continues to be one of 


recognition that something needed to be done and finally was. It is a 
feeling that we have strong leadership in the economic area, that 
even though it may hurt a bit at times we'll be immensely benefited 
by it in the long run. Not only domestically but internationally. The 
anticipated worldwide monetary turmoil and retaliation wasn't 
long in coming, but the long range results should be a more stable 
dollar, a more stable domestic economy. 


Pointing out that "the country is on a new economic course 


played by new rules both at home and abroad," the San Francisco 
Examiner commented: "Mr. Nixon has in effect told our friends 
around the world — Japan and the nations of Western Europe 
particularly — that the era of post-World War II tutelage by this 
country in the economic field are over. From now on they must 
stand and compete as equals, without all the built-in trade ad- 
vantages this country has so long afforded them." 


It took courage, personal and political, for the President to do 


something he long had said he preferred not doing. But the time had 
come, he recognized it, and he acted with well planned speed. 


Suburb/a No Longer A Sanctuary 


David Selden, president of the American Federation of 


Teachers, said in San Francisco recently that suburbia "no longer 
offers a sanctuary" from violence in the schools. Violence in the 
inner city schools is continuing, he said and is spreading to 
suburbia. 


Selden based his conclusion on a survey in 30 school districts 


across the nation. Violence was defined in the survey as attacks on 
teachers, verbal abuse of teachers, attacks on other students and 
vandalism of school property.

and Long met in Bogg's office. 
They had summoned Navy

SHOTGUN SETTLEMENT 


Avondale wanted $151 million 


but agreed to settle for $73.5 
million. Naval Ships com- 
mander Rear Adm. Nathan 
Sonenshein, under pressure to 
reach a settlement, was all 
ready to sign despite the 
shipyard's lack of substantiation 
and its numerous violations of 
Navy regulations and claims 
procedures. 


But neither Sonenshein nor the 


Louisiana 
legislators 
had 


reckoned with a tight-fisted 
economizer named Gordon 
Rule, chairman of the Navy's 
contract watchdog command. 


Rule has to okay all such 


settlements. Instead of going 
along with the deal, he blasted 
Sonenshein for making the 
agreement, 
vetoed the $73 


million payment and said not 
one penny would be paid until 
"every g- d— dollar is factually 
supported and legal entitlement 
is found." 


The veto stirred up a steamy 


reaction 
among 
the 


Louisiauans. At the anguished 
appeal 
of the 
shipyard's 


president, Hebert went over 
Rule's head and called Assistant 
Defense 
Secretary 
Barry 


Shfflito. 
"It wasn't the slightest form 


of pressure," Hebert assured us. 
"If the Navy's getting any 
pressure, well, I want to know 
about it." 


Hebert also spoke to Rule. In a 


private letter to the president of 
a shipyard subcontractor, Delta 
Marina's William Boyle, Hebert 
confided 
that 
Rule "has 


promised me definitely and 
positively that a thorough airing 
of the whole situation will be 
given me personally." 


Sen. Long's office said the 


shipyard president had also 
called Long and had said: "Why 
don't you get them off the egg?" 
The Senator obligingly called 
the Navy and asked them, 
please "to get the thing settled," 


Bogg's 
office 
said 
that 


Avondale "has the biggest 
payroll in the state so Mr. Boggs 
asked the Navy to review the 
ciaim and expedite it if it is 
justified." 


With such congressional fires 


burning, Rule got busily to work. 
But he stuck to his guns and 
flatly turned down Avondale's 
claims unless they could be 
substantiated.

Brooks was apparently mixed 
up, and he strayed from the 
"straight". The remark he

the article on 
breast-feeding 
written by Dr. 
William E. Ho- 
man. 
I have writ- 


ten before on 
the advantages 


Dr. Coleman 
of breast-feed- 
ing a n d will 


state again that there are 
many. 
Scientific literature is filled 


with new concepts pointing 
out that enzymes, i m m u n e 
globulins, and other protective 
factors are contained in moth- 
er's milk. Certainly, this is a 
significant advantage. 


Another great advantage is 


the 
psychological bond be- 


tween mother and child devel- 
oped by the long-sustained in- 
timacy of breast-feeding. 


Dr. Horr.an is a physician 


of great accomplishment and 
certainly is as aware as any- 
one of these scientific facts. 
H i s knowledgeability a n d 
judgment must be respected 
even if he does not believe as 
intently as his antagonists do 
about breast-feeding. 


Many young mothers are 


caught in a trap because they 
are unable to breast-feed their 
babies. The trap is one of 
guilt which makes them feel 
they are inadequate mothers 
doing their children a great 
physical and emotional injus- 
tice. 
It is to them that I would 


like to direct the assurance 


that they are not "permanent- 
ly impairing" the destiny of 
their children if they must use 
a substitute for mother's milk. 


I had a special reaction to 


the article in the New York 
Times, and to the angry, hos- 
tile response it caused in some 
areas. 
Mothers, members of vari- 


ous leagues, anthropologists, 
social scientists, doctors, and 
Women's Lib lobbyists dug 
trenches, a r m e d themselves 
with verbal vitriol, and de- 
clared war on Dr. Homan. 


The reaction, it seemed to 


me, was, "Homan Ain't Hu- 
man" because he doesn't be- 
lieve that mother's milk is the 
most essential ingredient in 
the physical and emotional 
destiny of every child. 


A sane, rational discussion 


of advantages and disadvan- 
tages of breast-feeding and of 
substitute milk was lost in 
the confusion. 


How much more value would 


have emerged from Dr. Ho- 
man's article and from his an- 
tagonists if the total problem 
had been surveyed calmly and 
with dignity. 
Instead, mother's milk is 


curdling and cow's milk is 
overboiling while t e m p e r s 
flare and the crusading war 
continues.

Blanda will turn 44 on Sept 17 


Two days later, he hopes to add 
to his NFL career record of 1,561 
points when the Raiders open 
the regular season against the 
New England Patriots. 


Last year, he was the big story 


as the Raiders posted the most 
spectacular 8-4-2 record in NFL 
history and won their fourth 
straight division title, the 
American Conference West 
crown. He's indicated he won't 
even consider retirement until 
the team wins the Super Bowl 


But Blanda accepts his role as 


No. 2 quarterback, behind 
Daryle Lamonica, and knows 
that 
Oakland Coach John 


Madden would like to give young 
Ken Stabler more passing op- 
portunities. 


Lamonica, who has 111 touch- 


down passes in four seasons with 
Oakland, also has a history of 
frequent minor injuries. The 
latest, a pulled leg muscle, 
knocked him out of action in a 
warmup drill before this year's 
exhibition opener. 


In 1970, Lamonica limped to 


the bench several times and 
Blanda came on to throw six 
important touchdown passes 
The old pro also kicked last- 
second field goals to save three 
games and was named The 
Associated Press Athlete of the 
Year.
